T. G. TRIANDAS 
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GORKI AND THE RUSSIAN 
REVOLUTION. 

Gorki, the Russian novelist, whose life is an 
epitome of Russian social conditions, has a 
three-cdlumn letter in the “Nation” of Jane 22, 
on “England and the Russian Revolvtion.” 

“You ask for my opinion concerning the 
intended entente cordiale with Russia, and the 
desire of the Russian Government to borrow 
money in England ; you also wish to know 
what I consitler would be the effect of such an 
entente on civilisation in Russia. 

“T should like you to consider,” says Gorki, 
“these questions from the point of view of men 
who are convinced that human reason will 
finally triamph over animal instinct, still far 
too powerful in contemporary European society. 
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Assists digestion and gives a delightful 


piquancy and flavour to all 
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That point of view cannot surely be foreign 
and incomprehensible to England, a nation of 
an ancient civilisation, and to Englishmen 80 
proud of their love of justice. 

“The position in Russia to-day is as follows : 
your fature ally, oh ! you English, you who 
are so proud of your ancient civilisation, is 
drenched from head to foot in the blood of the 
Russian people. He is struggling with all his 
might, and without discrimination, td attain 
xomplete autocratic power, and to uphold a 
form of government which has clearly grown 
old. Spiritual and economic progress are at a 
standstill in the land. The autocratic form 
of goveroment is only useful and convenient 
to the Tsar, because it gives him unlimited 
power, and to the bureaucracy, because it 
enables them to rob without limit and withont 
control. 

“The people have very little edacation, but 
they begin to understand the value of know- 
ledge, and are greedy for it. The people are 
struggling for freedom to learn ; the Tsar for 
freedom to rule, and the bureaveracy for 
freedom to steal. The worn-out, the old, and 
the sick are conténding with the young, 
who promise to invest their all in the peaceful 
treasury of mind and spirit. The struggle is 
of general Earopean importance. If the Govern- 
ment temporarily conquers, a hearth will 
exist at your doors round which all sorts of 
catastrophes will gather, the moral influence 
of which will undoubtedly be hurtful to the 
development of civilisation in Europe. 

“Britons ! you have a choice to make. Will 
you support the tyrant with his satellites and 
their anti-civilising plans, or will you support 
the growing young democracy, capable of life 
and rich in the strength of its spirit? 

“The struggle will undoubtedly last long, 
and will end either in the formation of a great 
Russian democracy, or in the complete ruin of 
Russia as a political entity. 1 am, of course, 
aware that the cause of the people will not be 
espoused ; such a thing, it seems, has not yet 
occurred in history, and is not likely to occur. 
Indeed, Goveruments helpeach other to keep 
the people in subjection. 

“But right will triumph in the end. I myself 
believe in the victory of justice ; I believe in 
the power of the Russian people ; and Russia 
will, | think, either become the best democracy 
in Europe, or she will crumble and break in 
pieces, like unhappy Poland. ' 

“Bat I hear you exclaim : ‘You have your 
Duma ; you have a constitution, it is now surely 
possible to attain your ends by legitimate 
means.’ 

“It seems to me hardly worth while to talk 
seriously about this. In the first place, the 
Duma is crippled, feeble, and powerless, and 
will undoabtedly be soon dissolved. When the 
Emperor a few weeks ago received a deputation 
of the Black Hundred, he said to one of the 
delegates who had earned an uneviable reputa- 
tion for himself on account of his indiscreet 
behaviour in the Duma ;: ‘I wish all the depa- 
ties in the Dama were like you.’ eth 

“IT would ask those Englishmen who are in 
favour of this alliance : ‘With whom do you 
wish to make -an alliance ?; There are two 
Russias. The one, the Emperor Nicolas, the 
bureaucracy, and the ‘Union of the Russian 
People’—some ten thousand of the lowest 
classes, led by evil and ruthless people ; the 
other, about a hundred million Slavs, and about 


. | fifty millions belonging to the other national- 


ities which composé the Russian Empire. All 
this mass with one accord hates the Tsar and 
all these who are with him and those who are 
for him.”

THREE HOTEL CASES. 


A- vonsiderable sensation was ecatised. in 


Alexandria yesterday afternoon by the news: 


that three cases “of plague, oné of which 
has proved fatal, had occurred in the Hotel 
de la Poste, situated|in the Post Office Street.

the Quarantine Board for the period from 
midday yesterday to midday to-day, we find 
that there have been § fresh cases, and 1 death, 
1 old.case in this tow being still under treat- 
ment, thos making 7 in all, and it is a notable 
fact that all of these | are Europeans. 

Since the first of January there have been 
in all 82 cases df plague, of which 16 have 
proved fatal, 11 have been cured, and five 
remain under treatmént. 

Of the recent cases) which. we report, one 
was an Austrian, who was admitted to hospital 
on the 8th inst. and ‘succombed to the malady, 
and one a Belgian engineer, who was. taken to 
hospital yesterday and is in‘ precarious con- 


dition. Both these cases occurred in the Hotel de |. 


la Poste, where there had already been. che case 
reported on the 7th inst. The unfortunate man 
who has met his death from this terrible disease 
was proprietor of the hotel, Pierre Agulhon, 


by name. The deceased | was 64 years ‘of age. | 


He died at one o'clock yesterday morning, and 
the fanteral took place at-G»p:m-the same day: 


Of the other cases recorded, one is that of a 


woman living near Rug Anastagsi, and two 
are Russian. Jews, one of whom had been 
working in a shop behind the Hotel de la Poste. 
Needless 'to say, yesterday about midday 
the Quarantine authorities took the. usual 
steps to isolate the infested “hotel, and, being 
inso central: a position, crowds were soon 
attracted to stand round and gape, Those 
living in the hotel were placed in a most awk- 
ward predicament, None were allowed out, and 
those who were out were refused entry, so that 
their business was sadly interfered with, 
‘One most awkward 0n8e which has come to 
our knowledge is that of Mr. Bert Flatt, the 
popular American: musical comedian, now 
billed on the progranime of the Tour Eiffel. 
Returning to his hotel in the afternoon Mr. 


‘Flatt was refused admission, but on protest 


was conducted. to his room by @ police officer. 
The authorities, however, refused to allow him 
to take his clothes away before they had been 
disinfected. Mr. Flatt then left the hotel, 
locking the door and taking his key with 
him, and communicated with his consal. Noth- 
ing, however, could be done, and, returning 
later to make another attempt to get/his dress 
suit so that he might not fail his audience, 
once inside he was imprisoned there and not 
allowed out until about eleven o’clock this 
morning. Before leaving, however, he was 
allowed to pack his suifs and hand over his 
dirty linen, ete.. for disinfection. 


THE FINANCIAL ADVISER. 


A Cairo newspaper made the following an- 
nouncement yesterday ;— 


“The rumour that Sir Vincent Corbett, the 
Financial Adviggr, would shortly retire is correct. 
Sir Vincent Corbett will not return to Egypt 
after he goes on leave but it is’ thought that 
he will be given a post in the diplomatic ser- 
vice.

extending over a number of years, presents 
only a moderate annual burden; and ‘the 
second and third categories are in hands 
which have no interest to put undue pressure 
upon their debtors. The present large mort- 
gage debt is probably, in consequence of the 
higher value of property, as well secured as 
was the smaller amount in 1901; but there 
are evidences that its volume is as much 
as, if not more than, the credit and resources 
of the country can comfortably carry. With 
a wise forbearance on the part of the cre- 
ditors of the second and third categories 
towards their debtors there is, however, no 
reason to anticipate a crisis fiom that large 
indebtedness. With agriculturally prosperous 
years it will be gradually reduced. 

Money stringency is being felt in Egypt, 
but it is chiefly in connection with the Bourse. 
There is no sale for the shares of a large.num- 
ber of the companies which have been floated 
in recent years, and bankers naturally refuse 
to continue advances upon stocks which are 
unaaleable. The shares of even sound concerns 
had been forced up too high by speculative, not 
investment, buyers, who, unable to keep up 
their margins, suffer from the effects of torced 
sales. The result is individual losses, but the 
market will right itself on a sounder basis. Ejypt 
possesses few capitalists. She is financed ftom 
abroad, and the unpleasant truth is beginning to 
be realised that there is a limit to the European 
eapital available for investment in Egypt. That 
limit has been reached, and those who were 
speculating beyond their means find them- 
selves necessarily in a tight corner. Capitalists 
have been discouraged in England by the un- 
satisfactory results of a variety of Egyptian 
mining companies chiefly brought out in 
London. An investment list published in Alex- 
andria in July of last year enumerates seventeen 
of such companies, representing a subscribed 
capita! of ot and «half million sterling. All are 
quoted in that list at discounts varying from 25 
to 90 per cent; and their total value at the 
prices quoted in the list was only £468,000, 
implying a loss of fully two-thirds of the capital 
subscribed. On the other hand, it is fair to 
admit that many Egyptian issues, other than 
mining, have proved very profitable; and this 
will be remembered, if capital in England for 
invegtment were to become more plentiful and 
mojey easier. Meantime in Egypt weak com- 
pasies and weak holders of their shares must 
suffer. It is only a series of years of profitable 
trade which can bring back monetary ease to 
Egypt. The air-bubles of speculators will 
collapse, but the Nile mud_ will continue to 
enrich Egypt with gold. 

A class in Egypt which deserves all our 
sympathy is that. of British functionaries 
Lord Cromer very rightly set his face aga- 
inst the speculative mania as soon as it set 
in, and, with a very few exceptions, it is 
to the credit .of our countrymen holding 
under the Egyptian Government 


profits from one year to another. 

The interesting question for the future, 
which I heard discussed by many competent 
authorities in Egypt, is, “ Are the present 
high prices for agricultural land justified and 
likely to be permanent!” It was generally 
admitted that with cotton at 19} talleris the 
present prices of land seem justified, but their 
permanence entirely depends upon the future 
value of cotton. On this latter point the pros- 
pects are undoubtedly favourable. The present 
production of cotton is not in excess of the 
consumption of the world, and the increase 
of production which can be hoped for in the 
near future does not exceed the steady in 
crease of consumption. The United States of 
America, which contribute fally four fifths of 
the cotton supply rte world, seem to have 
nearly reached th@’maximam of their pro 
ductive power in cotton, and all the laudable 
efforts to develop the cultivation of cotton 
in British colonies have, so far, yielded very 
feeble results. South America and India re- 
main the -most hopeful centres for increas- 
ed supphes, but they will do little more, for 
a jong time, than satisfy the constantly in 
creasing consumption. However, it must not 
be lost sight of that the pecuniary position of 
a cultivator in Egypt may be as much affect 
ed by the yield ofhis crop as by its price. 
Atmospheric reducing our four- 
fifths supply from America would find imme- 
diate compensation in enhanced prices ; but 
such influences reducing the yield in Egypt, 
which sopples only one-seventh of the world’s 
productioa, might not obtain a full compen- 
sation in. an enhancement of price. Thos a 
yield of only 5 millions of cantars (in 1898 the 
yield was only 44 millions, while that of the 
preceding and the succeeding year was 64 
millions), instead of 7 millions in the present 
year, would temporarily impoverish the culti- 
vators, and be as detrimental to them as a tall 
in the price of cotton to 15 talleris 

While, therefore, it may be admitted that 
there is a very fair prospect of the continu 
ance of a igh level in the price of cotton, 
and consequently a justification of the present 
value of agricultural land in Egypt, the pos 
sibility of various adverse influences ought 
to make speculators in land cautious and 
bankers prudent in making advances upon 
mortgage 

As much, | fear, cannot be said in regard 
to the very high prices to which urban pro- 
perties have been pushed by speculators in 
Cairo and Alexandria. There the rise has re 
latively far exceeded that in agricultural 
lands, and in as far as it has excedlled it, | am 
inclined to think it is fictitious. Take, for 
example, the well authenticated case in Cairo, 
to which I have already alluded, of a small 
villa, worth twelve years ago £3000, being sold 
fur £32,000. The purchaser, to secure 5 per 
cent on his capital, will require a rental of over

As in time some of these mortgages may 
be foreclosed, the value of house property 
will probably decrease. The collapse may 
not be sudden,— indeed it is to be hoped 
that the process depreciation may be 
gradual. The first seller, who thought he 
had made a huge profit, may have to sac- 
rifice @ part of that profit, but will still 
remain a gainer. In fact, the colossal profit
